Hit-and-run cyclist still in wheelchair - but getting on with life

The victim of a callous hit-and-run 
crash is still in a wheelchair two 
months on - but has said she is glad 
police have not found the driver. 

Sally Edwards, 45, from Leather- 
head, suffered life-changing injuries 
when she was struck by a car when 
out cycling with friends from Bike 
Beans Cycle Cafe in Ashtead. 

She was left with multiple pelvis 
fractures, a punctured lung, six bro¬ 
ken ribs and a broken shoulder 
blade - but said she would rather 
the driver did not come forward. 

She said: “My injuries were bad, 
but it could have been much worse 
and I am recovering. 

“I’m not walking yet and there 
could be complications later in life, 
but people say the hardest part 
about something like this is getting 



into a messy legal dispute. 

“The person - if found - would 
likely deny responsibility and I’m 
just getting over this my own way.” 

A dark blue 4x4 drove off after 
crashing into her in Tilley Lane, at 
the junction with Lee Green Lane at 
about 12.30pm on November 25. 

She was taken to St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal in Carshalton, but the severity of 
her injuries meant she was trans¬ 
ferred to St George’s in Tooting. 

She underwent surgery last 
month to rejoin her shoulder with a 
titanium plate and she was due to 
have surgery to re-align her ribs, 
but this did not go ahead. 

Although still wheelchair-bound, 
Mrs Edwards said she has taken on 
a “philosophical” stance, appreciat¬ 
ing what she still can do. 

Described by husband Nigel, 45, as 
a very active person, Mrs Edwards 
said not being able to do yoga or 
cycle was “quite frustrating”. 

She said: “I do miss the Bike Beans 


Cycle Cafe group I used to ride with, 
and there may be an issue with yoga 
in the future because my ribs won’t 
heal properly. 

“But my friends and family and 
people from the community have 
been amazing - and it just makes 
you grateful for what you can do. 

“My mum, Ann, came all the way 
down from Newcastle and stayed 
with us for eight weeks, helping me 
out with things around the house. 

“The other day I wasn’t allowed on 
the bus because one other person in 
a wheelchair had already got on - 
but the people at the station were 
incredibly helpful. So it’s OK.” 

Mrs Edwards said Surrey Police 
made every effort to find the driver, 
but nearby CCTV footage was not 
clear enough to get the car’s 
registration number. 

Asked what she would say to the 
driver of the car, Mrs Edwards said 
she would ask if they would be more 
considerate of cyclists on the road.

A jury took an hour-and-a- 
half to clear three men 
charged with attacking a 21- 
year-old on his driveway with 
an axe, a machete and a knife. 

The three men were found 
not guilty of the attempted 
murder of Araventham 
Puventhiran and causing 
him grievous bodily harm 
with intent at Kingston 
Crown Court on Friday, 
January 15. 


Jeyarasingham Silambara- 
san, 27, of Fernlea Road, 
Mitcham, was also found not 
guilty of possessing an axe, 
Sinduyan Aurulselvem, 26, of 
Whitnell Way, Putney, was 
found not guilty of possess¬ 
ing a machete and Elanseran 
Balasingham, 23, of Helms¬ 
dale Road, Lambeth, was 
found not guilty of possess¬ 
ing a five-inch kitchen knife. 

Although the defence agr¬ 
eed that somebody tried to 
murder Mr Puventhiran in 
the attack, all three barris¬ 
ters argued their clients were 
not present at the scene in 


Stoneleigh Avenue, Worcester 
Park, on July 22 last year. 

During the trial, the jury 
were shown pictures of the 
bloodstained porch and the 
serious injuries sustained by 
Mr Puventhiran. 

The court heard Mr Puven¬ 
thiran rang around his 
friends immediately follow¬ 
ing the attack, who then gath¬ 
ered both outside his house 
and his hospital ward sug¬ 
gesting multiple possible at¬ 
tackers before Mr Puven¬ 
thiran gave a statement to 
police at 5am naming the 
three defendants.

Five charged

Mr Hing and 23-year-old 
Staymon George have been 
charged with Mr Bernard’s 
murder, according to local 
media. 

A man and two women also 
appeared before a judge on 
Friday, accused of helping 
bury Mr Bernard’s body. 

Mr Bernard had flown to 
Timehri in Guyana on Octo¬ 
ber 14 last year to pursue 
his dream of becoming a 
film-maker. He was supposed 
to fly back to England on 
November 5, but after he 
failed to return home, his 
family raised the alarm. 

Mr Bernard’s body was dis¬ 
covered in a shallow grave on 
Friday, January 8 near to the 
area he was scheduled to 
stay in. 

Reports from Guyana indi¬ 
cated that on that day investi¬ 
gators discovered a badly 
decomposed body and post¬ 
mortem examinations found 
it had a fractured skull and 
broken neck.

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No action over ‘appalling’ homes

Police investigating numer¬ 
ous failings at two “ap¬ 
palling” care homes in 
Banstead and Sutton will not 
prosecute its owners. 

Relatives of residents in 
Merok Park Nursing Home in 
Park Road, Banstead, and 
Grantley Court Nursing 
Home in York Road, Sutton, 
say their loved ones died 


shortly after being moved out 
when the homes were both 
forced to close by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
in December 2014. 

The Metropolitan Police 
launched a criminal investi¬ 
gation into at least three 
deaths and four unexplained 
injuries but announced on 
Thursday that no charges 
would be brought against 
owners Soondressen and 
Maleenee Cooppen. 

The CQC found residents at 
Merok Park were washed 


with cold water, not helped 
sufficiently to eat meals and 
lived in an under-staffed 
home smelling of urine. 

Some workers had not had 
any criminal records checks. 

Grantley Court, mean¬ 
while, failed all the CQC’s 
standards including respect 
for residents, nutrition, safe¬ 
guarding people from abuse, 
cleanliness and infection con¬ 
trol, safety and availability of 
equipment, record keeping 
and the way it managed and 
supported staff. 


Surrey Police is looking 
into the circumstances of 
Merok Park’s closure but a 
spokesman last week said a 
criminal investigation had 
not been launched. 

The CQC was granted the 
ability to prosecute care- 
providers in April 2015, but 
these powers were not avail¬ 
able at the time of the homes’ 
closures. 

A spokesman for the Met 
said: “The police investiga¬ 
tion has now concluded and 
no criminal offences have 


been identified. 

“No arrests were made.” 

Andrea Sutcliffe, the CQC 
chief inspector of adult so¬ 
cial care, said the watchdog 
took necessary steps to pro¬ 
tect residents from harm. 

She said: “The appalling 
care the owners of Merok 
Park and Grantley Court al¬ 
lowed to happen shamefully 
failed the people who lived 
there and their families, and 
sadly served to undermine 
public confidence in care 
home services as a whole.”

A horse-shoe fitter stood up 
to a cinemagoer he felt was 
discriminating against a dis¬ 
abled man during a 
lunchtime screening of Star 
Wars in Epsom last week. 

Alister Ibbotson, 29, a quali¬ 
fied farrier, decided to take 
action while watching Star 
Wars Episode VII: The Force 
Awakens at the Odeon cine¬ 
ma in Upper High Street, 
Epsom at about 1pm on Fri¬ 
day, January 8. 

An unknown disabled man 
enjoying the film with his 
two carers was cheering and 
shouting at the screen as new 
heroes Rey and Finn from a 
galaxy far, far away took on 
Kylo Ren and the evil First 
Order. 

Mr Ibbotson, from Meadow 
Walk, Walton-on-the-Hill, 
said all but one of the cin- 
emagoers were happy for the 
man to be enjoying himself 
so vocally. 

One man however, he 
claims, turned over to the 
dark side and got up from his

seat, walked across the cine¬ 
ma and confronted the dis¬ 
abled man, yelling for his 
carers to “control him”. 

Sensing a disturbance in

He said: “I’ve grown up 
with a lot of people who are 
disabled and I’d never seen 
anything like that. 

“I was so p****d off that 
someone could turn around

Surrey’s Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er has defended comments he made 
about refugees in a French migrant 
camp. 

During a visit to the so-called “jungle 
camp” in Calais, Kevin Hurley said it 
was “completely un-policed” and poten¬ 
tially full of Islamic State jihadists. 

Mr Hurley, who is again running for 
the commissioner job in the May elec¬ 
tion, went to the camp for a BBC 
programme. 

He said he was told that some people in 
the camp were “working for way of 
Daesh”, and it was “a potential hiding 
space” for organised criminals. 

The claims were branded “ridiculous” 
by charities working in the camp. 

Mr Hurley took to his election Face- 
book page to defend his comments. 

The former head of police counter¬ 
terrorism said: “As one has come to ex¬ 
pect my comments have been deliberate¬ 
ly misinterpreted by those who don’t 
find them matching their view of the 
world. 

“It has been no surprise to me that so 
many of those who dissent have been of¬ 
fensive and most unpleasant to me. 

“I am apparently not allowed to feel 
alarmed when surrounded by hostile 
groups of young men when in isolated 
areas of the Calais camp. 

“I might add these were less worrying 
than several hostile approaches by emo¬ 
tional ‘aid workers’ that resulted in 
crowds of young men paying an interest 
and effectively following the lead of the 
‘aid workers’.”

He added: “Our borders are insecure, 
in Surrey alone police found 400 illegal 
immigrants last year, so how many were 
missed?” 

Almost 100 migrants have been arrest¬ 
ed at Cobham services in the past 12 
months alone. 

A spokesman for Care4Calais, a chari¬ 
ty which has workers based in the camp, 
said: “The overwhelming experience for 
the Care4Calais team is that all the indi¬ 
viduals we meet in the camp are just or¬ 
dinary people who have experienced 
terrible things and desperately need our

Inmate sets fire to cell

Friends and family of a 
tragic mother-of-three who 
died last Wednesday have 
raised more than £3,500 
towards her funeral through 
a crowdfunding website.

Only one nurse was watching 
patients on an Epsom Hospital 
mental health ward when one 
escaped and fell to his death 
from a chimney, an inquest 
heard. 

Adam Withers, 20, from 
Orchard Gardens, Epsom, 
climbed on to a conservatory 
roof and up a ladder attached 
to a chimney on May 9, 2014, 
after being diagnosed with 
acute and transient psychosis. 

One of the nurses on duty on 
the hospital’s Elgar ward told 
a jury she was helpless to stop 
him escaping. 

Nurse Tina Jafo said she 
remembers at the time all 


other nurses and healthcare 
assistants were either looking 
after patients or in one-on-one 
consultations. 

Mrs Jafo said she was watch¬ 
ing Mr Withers and his moth¬ 
er, Michelle - who was visiting 
- speaking in the courtyard 
before he began to climb on to 
the conservatory roof. 

In tears, she said: “I could 
see him start to climb - one of 
his legs was already up on top 
of the roof and the other was 
dangling down. 

“I ran out and because I’m 
tall I tried to grab one of his 
shoes.” 

Mrs Jafo then said she ran 
back on to the ward to sound 
the alarm before calling secu¬ 
rity and other staff for help. 

The jury at Woking Coro¬ 
ners’ Court heard statements

from witnesses on Monday. 

Healthcare assistant Jonny 
Wilmer saw the fall from the 
fifth floor of the Wells ward, 
where he was making a bed. 

Mr Wilmer said he thought 
Mr Withers slipped rather 
than fell deliberately off the 
roof and heard his mother 
pleading with him to come 
down. 

A representative of Surrey 


and Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust - whose 
care Mr Withers was in - said 
a care plan should have been 
drawn up when Mr Withers 
moved from the intensive 
Fenby ward to the acute Elgar 
ward, due to his risk of 
absconding. 

Just over two weeks prior to 
his death, Mr Withers had 
climbed another roof at the 
hospital. 

Ben Chambers, head of 
clinical risk and safety, com¬ 
piled the internal report into 
Mr Withers’ death. 

He said had care been 
carried out to the “gold stan¬ 
dard”, staff would have com¬ 
piled a care plan when he 
returned to the less-secure 
Elgar ward. 

The inquest continues.

A group that is dedicated to 
preserving the beauty and 
tranquillity of Epsom and 
Walton Downs has passed new 
measures in the hope of en¬ 
hancing the safety of race¬ 
horses, dogs and their owners. 

From Monday, January 25, 
dog walkers must keep their 
pets on leads before noon. 

After midday, they may be 
let off their leads, provided 
they are under control and no 
horses are present. 

Epsom and Walton Downs 
Conservators approved the 
measure after several recent 
incidents of racehorses being 
chased by dogs, resulting in 
injuries to horses and riders, 
as well as dog-on-dog attacks 
on the Downs. 

The Conservators is a group 
of borough councillors, repre¬ 
sentatives of the racecourse 
and racehorse trainers who 
aim to preserve the Downs. 

They believe the measure is 
necessary to ensure a safe en¬ 
vironment for members of the 
horseracing industry and the 
wider public, including dog 
walkers. 


A spokesman for a new 
Epsom dog-walking agency 
said it welcomed the height¬ 
ened safety afforded by the 
measure, but felt it was a 
shame that dogs’ enjoyment of 
the Downs might be restricted. 

Chairman of the group, 
Councillor Liz Frost said: “We 
cannot allow the minority, the 
inconsiderate individuals who 
do not control their dogs, put 
the access of the Downs by all 
at risk. 

“We must ensure we pre¬ 
serve and safeguard these fa¬ 
cilities for future generations.” 

Under the current Downs’ 
bylaws, the public are re¬ 
quired to ensure that dogs are 
under proper control and 
effectually restrained from 
causing annoyance to any per¬ 
son and from worrying or 
disturbing any animal. 

Andrew Eagle, 37, from 
Castle Road, Epsom is the 
owner of Epsom Dog Treks - a 
new company that allows 
owners to drop off their dogs 
for Mr Eagle to walk, exercise 
and look after. 

He said: “It’s great to have an 
area like Epsom Downs where 
you can have a dog off a lead, 
to have a free run away from 
the road. 

“So it’s a shame that they’re 


suggesting that they should be 
on a lead all the time. 

“But I do understand it can 
be pretty dangerous for the 


dogs and riders as well.”

Staff may 
still strike 

Workers at the Kingswood 
office of Legal and General 
are a step closer to going on 
strike, as the Unite union 
warned more than 1,500 jobs 
are at risk.

“Unite is calling on Legal

keep Kingswood open. 

“Closing the site will not 
only cost 1,550 people their 
jobs; it will devastate the sur¬ 
rounding community. 

“We’re grateful to the busi¬ 
nesses and politicians who 
are supporting our campaign 
to defend Kingswood and all 
the jobs that rely on it.” 

Unite has been campaigning 
since September to keep the 
site open and in response 
Legal and General has post¬ 
poned the closure of 
Kingswood until 2018, and 
have offered some staff the 
option of relocation to sites 
across the country. 

A Legal and General spokes¬ 
man said: “The Unite mem¬ 
bers of the Kingswood office, 
have voted not to strike over 
the potential closure of the 
Kingswood site in 2018. 

“The ballot has given them 
the option to work to rule, 
should Unite decide to take 
this option, which they 
haven’t yet. 

“Our customers will not be 
impacted by the outcome of 
the ballot.”

Staying in the European 
Union under its current 
terms would be disastrous for 
the UK said Epsom and Ewell 
MP Chris Grayling. 

His comments are being 
seen as the first sign of a 
minister preparing a cam¬ 
paign to leave the EU ahead 
of the UK’s referendum. 

The Ashtead-based MP, pic¬ 
tured, and leader of the 
House of Commons was 
trending UK-wide on Twitter 
last week, after a letter he 
wrote was published in the 
Telegraph.

A Banstead brain injury cen¬ 
tre has been branded “inade¬ 
quate” by a health regulator, 
which has claimed its service 
is unsafe. 

The neuro-rehabilitation 
services at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Foundation, in Park 
Road, Banstead, was also told 
its ability to keep patients 
safe and the leadership were 
inadequate. 

The centre, which provides 
rehabilitation for people with 
acquired brain injury and 


neurological conditions, has 
attributed these to staff 
shortages. 

It also announced the man¬ 
ager and head of care in 
charge at the time of the re¬ 
port no longer work there. 

The report - based on an 
unannounced inspection be¬ 
tween November 16 and 19 - 
said changes made to the staff 
meant communication was 
poor and the workforce was 
demoralised. 

It also read: “The service 


was not well-led. 

“Staffing levels did not en¬ 
sure people received safe and 
consistent care and support.” 

The report also claimed 
safeguarding procedures had 
not been followed when infor¬ 
mation of concern - which in¬ 
clude allegations of abuse - 
had arisen. 

However, the foundation 
categorically denied any 
abuse took place. 

Jonathan Powell, the chief 
executive officer, said: “Let 


me be clear - no one has expe¬ 
rienced abuse. 

The CQC’s criticism was 
about reporting processes 
that could lead to a potential 
incident not being properly 
reported. We have since au¬ 
dited and strengthened our 
reporting processes.” 

Despite rating the centre’s 
safety as “inadequate”, the 
CQC said patients and resi¬ 
dents told it that they “felt 
safe”. 

It also praised how caring 


the foundation was, pointing 
to the fact that patients 
were involved in making deci¬ 
sions about their care and 
treatment. 

It said: “People told us that 
they were treated with kind¬ 
ness and that positive, caring 
relationships had been devel¬ 
oped. People were treated 
with dignity and respect. Pri¬ 
vacy was promoted.”

Councillor Nick Harrison 
and Nork Residents’ 
Association chairman, 
George Hinton, were 
mvited to join 
Mrs Hellings’ school 
run to witness the 
dangers and 
discuss a 
possible 
bridge. 
Although 
he was 
unaware 
of the 


petition, local borough coun¬ 
cillor Sam Walsh assured res¬ 
idents matters such as these 
are the remit of Surrey 
County Council. 

He said: “I cannot comment 
on the specifics, but this 
might be necessary for those 
travelling to Banstead Infant 
School from the Nork side. 

“These things are a long 
process and we’d have to look 
at need.”

Two pensioners were rescued 
from a burning house in 
Ewell and treated for smoke 
inhalation on Saturday night. 

A 76-year-old man and 72- 
year-old woman escaped 
from a house fire in London 
Road, Ewell, at about 9.25pm 
on Saturday, January 16. 

It is believed faulty electrics 
around the gas meter under 
the stairs caused the fire, 
but the cause is under 
investigation. 

Twenty five per cent of the 
ground floor - including the 
hallway and staircase - were 
damaged, according to a 
spokesman from Sutton fire 
station. 

Three fire engines from 
London Fire and Rescue were 
called and fire crews put out 
the fire in about 40 minutes 
using a jet and two hose reels. 


Four firefighters used 
breathing apparatus to enter 
the building and minimise 
the damage. 

The casualties were then 
taken to hospital as a precau¬ 
tion to be checked over. 

Epsom, Banstead, Sutton 
and New Malden crews also 
went to the house. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said: “The casual¬ 
ties were suffering from 
smoke inhalation so were 
treated by Surrey Fire and 
Rescue and thereafter an am¬ 
bulance came and took them 
to hospital. 

“London Fire and Rescue 
were first on the scene, but 
because it was on Epsom’s 
ground, once it was con¬ 
trolled they handed over to 
us for the rest of the 
evening.”

Controversial nursing 
home plans approved

A retirement home and new arti¬ 
ficial sports pitches will be built 
in Ewell pending a decision by the 
Secretary of State for Planning 
after councillors voted in favour 
of building on “strategic open 
land” in Old Schools Lane. 

Epsom councillors voted to ap¬ 
prove the bid for a 60-unit retire¬ 
ment facility, an all-weather 
pitch, grass sports pitch, cricket 
pitch, mini football and a new 
sports pavilion on Thursday 
night. 

Parts of the proposed site of 
renovated sports pitches for 
Epsom Sports Club and non-prof¬ 
it developer Nonsuch Abbey- 
field’s care home facility falls on 
protected land known as strategic 
open space. 

Therefore, the planning com¬ 
mittee’s decision to build there 
contravenes the council’s 


planning policy - meaning it 
would need further approval from 
the Secretary of State. 

An initial application for the site 
was rejected in April. 

Friends of Old Schools Lane 
Playing Field objected to the lat¬ 
est proposal and made represen¬ 
tations at the meeting on 
Thursday, January 14. 

The group’s chairman Andrew 
Tibbie said he felt Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield’s plans represented a 
“massive build in an inappropri¬ 
ate area”. 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield’s chairman 
Graham Walker also spoke about 
the need for extra care home facil¬ 
ities in the borough. 

Epsom and Ewell Council’s 
planning committee approved the 
application on the site of the for¬ 
mer Salesians College Sports 
Ground despite councillors voic¬ 
ing concerns over an increased 
risk of flooding, volume of traffic 
and noise levels. 

A total of eight councillors 
voted for it, and four 


voted against. 

Councillor David Wood of Non¬ 
such ward said: “I’m very con¬ 
cerned about the water running 
off the site and the flood risk. 
There is a certain amount of re¬ 
tention of rainfall that will be 
lost.” 

The Environment Agency ob¬ 
jected to the new application and 
said a new flood risk assessment 
would need to be carried out. 

Residents’ Association Council¬ 
lor Jan Mason said: “I think the 
whole concept is correct, but we 
are underestimating the volume 
of traffic there will be, given the 
pitches will be used every night. 

“I also think it is unrealistic to 
have a pavilion with noise going 
on until midnight next to those 
who need extra care. It is not fair 
to subject the people of the care 
homes to noise levels late at 
night.” 

The council’s planning officer 
John Robinson said the proposed 
hours were subject to further dis¬ 
cussions with officers. 


Home told to improve in three key areas 


An Epsom nursing home has 
been slammed by health regula¬ 
tors, who have said it needs to im¬ 
prove its service in three of five 
key areas. 

Rosebery Manor, in Reigate 
Road, Epsom, was also told it “re¬ 
quires improvement” overall, in a 
report by the Care and Quality 
Commission (CQC) released on 
Wednesday, December 30. 

The report - based on an unan¬ 
nounced inspection on October 7 
- suggested the home needs to be¬ 
come safer, the care more effec¬ 
tive and the service better-led. 

However, Rosebery Manor re¬ 
sponded by pointing to a 98 per 
cent satisfaction rating in its most 
recent independent survey. 

Since the inspection, Laura 
Dowd has replaced Judy Addison 
as nurse general manager. 

The CQC report read: “Risks to 
people were not always managed 
well. People were not always pro¬ 
tected from foreseeable harm 
arising from healthcare concerns. 

“Risk assessments for people

were not regularly reviewed to 
ensure staff had the most up-to- 
date information. 

“People could be at risk of harm 
from developing pressure wounds 
as staff did not ensure they 
turned or repositioned people as 
often as they should.” 

A Rosebery Manor spokesman 
said: “We welcome the recom¬ 
mendations made by CQC and 
continue to deliver our action 
plan under the leadership of our 
new nurse general manager, 
Laura Dowd to ensure we

implement standards 
excellence. 

In our most recent independent 
survey, our residents gave a 98 per 
cent satisfaction rating in respect 
of the staff and the facilities with¬ 
in the home.” 

Rosebery Manor provides care 
for up to 95 people, and at the time 
of inspection there were 71 people 
living there, 65 of whom required 
personal or nursing care.

So I spoke to TfL again and 
finally spoke to someone who knew 
what they were talking about and 
she informed me that in fact only if 
you are in London is it free on 
buses. 

So we topped up his card and the 
past two days he has had no issues 
until he tried to travel into Epsom 
on his Oyster. 

He tapped in at Ewell West and 
then when he got to Epsom he 
could not tap out and was given a 


£20 fine. 

I am disputing it and once again 
spoke to TfL who said he is 
allowed to travel to Epsom on his 
Oyster card and they are also send¬ 
ing me a form to fill in as now he 
could not tap out so we have been 
over-charged. 

I am fed up as there is nowhere on 
the TfL website that states he can¬ 
not travel to Epsom and TfL con¬ 
firmed on the telephone that he can 
travel to Epsom on his 
Oyster card. 

Something has to be done about 
this as no 17 year-old should have to 
deal with fines and clearly this is an 
ongoing issue.

Where will Epsom Property Prices be by 2021? 


I received a call last week from an investor friend 
of mine, when the subject of property came up. 
He asked me my thoughts on the Epsom property 
market for the next five years. Property prices 
are both a British national obsession and a key 
driver of the British consumer economy. So what 
will happen next in the property market? So here 
is what I told him, and now wish, my blog reading 
friends, to share with you. 

Before I can predict what will happen over the next 
five years to Epsom house prices, firstly I need to 
look at what has happened over the last five years. 
One of the key drivers of the housing market and 
property values is unemployment (or lack of it), 
as that drives confidence and wage growth - key 
factors to whether people buy their first house, 
existing homeowners move up the property ladder 
and even buy to let landlords have an appetite to 
continue purchasing buy to let property. 

When the Tory’s came to power in May 2010, the 
total number of people who were unemployed in the 
suburb stood at 1,051 (or 2.0% of the working age 
population in Epsom parliamentary constituency). 
Last month, this had dropped to 375 people (or 
0.7% of the working age population). 

As the Epsom job market has improved with better 
job prospects, salaries are rising too, growing at 
their highest level since 2009, at 3.4% per year 
in the private sector (as recently reported by the 


ONS), property values in the Epsom area continue 
to increase and are 31.03% higher today than they 
were five years ago. 

Many home occupiers have held back moving 
house over the past seven to eight years 
following the Credit Crunch but with the outlook 
more optimistic, I expect at least some to seize 
the opportunity to move home, releasing pent 
up demand as well as putting more stock onto 
the market. With a more stable economy in the 
suburb, this will, I believe, drive a slow but clearly 
defined five year wave of activity in home sales and 
continued house price growth in Epsom. 


I forecast that the value of the average home 
in Epsom will increase by 21.6% by 2021 


21.6% might sound optimistic to some, but 
according to Land Registry, values are currently 
rising in Epsom at 8.0% year on year, I believe my 
forecast to be fair, reasonable and a reflection of 
both positive (and negative) aspects of the local 
property market and wider UK economy as whole. 
(My forecast is based on looking at history and 
economic factors, which of course could plummet 
as well)! 

However, it wouldn’t be correct not to mention 


those potential negative issues as I do have some 
slight concerns about the future of the Epsom 
housing market. The number of properties for 
sale in Epsom is lower than it was five years ago, 
restricting choice for buyers (yet the other side of 
the coin is that that keeps prices higher). Interest 
rates were being predicted to rise around Easter 
2016, but now I think it will be nearer Christmas 
2016 and finally the new buy to let taxation rules 
which are being introduced between 2016/7 and 
2021 (although choosing the right sort of property 
/ portfolio mix in Epsom will, I believe, mitigate 
those issues with the next taxation rules). 

I am telling the landlords I speak to, that with 
interest rates at their current level 0.5%, the cash 
in your Building Society Passbook is going to grow 
so slowly that it might as well be kept under their 
bed. Property prices, by contrast, have rocketed 
over the years, even after the property crashes, far 
outstripping bank accounts and inflation. 

So my final thought ... property is a long term 
investment, it has its’ up and downs, but it has 
always outperformed, in the long term, most 
investments. Those in their 40’s and 50’s in 
Epsom would be mad not to include property in 
their long term financial calculations. Just make 
sure you buy the right property, at the right price 
in the right location. One source of information on 
such matters would be the Epsom Property Blog ...

A group of 10 mothers 
known as the Banstead 
Belles are fundraising for 
the 14-mile Marsden March 
to raise awareness of cancer. 

The Belles have raised £160 
of their £300 target so far on¬ 
line as they look to add to the 
staggering £6.5m raised by 
the event over the past five 
years. 

The mothers met at the 
school gates and got together 
to fundraise for the Royal 
Marsden as they all know 
someone treated at Sutton’s 
specialist cancer hospital. 

Laura Johnson, 40, lost her 
mother to oesophagus can¬ 
cer 18 years ago and sees the 
walk as a perfect thank you 
to the hospital for caring for 
their loved ones. 

She said: “While there are 
walkers who have lost loved 
ones and those who have 
survived the condition, the 
Marsden March is a celebra¬ 
tion of the hospital’s amaz¬ 
ing care. 

“We feel that by walking, 
we’re a step closer to a 


future beyond cancer.” 

On Sunday, March 13, the 
walkers will start at the 
Royal Marsden Hospital in 
Chelsea, walk through south 
London and cross the finish 
line at the Sutton hospital.

“We try and do the walk in 


four hours so that we can go 
on to Banstead Cricket Club, 
where our partners have 
organised a party for our 
families with plenty of food 
and drinks.”

What's new: The new Lexus RX is a 
new flagship for the brand. It's a hy¬ 
brid SUV (though it can be bought 
with a plain petrol engine) with an 
emphasis on comfort and easy driv¬ 
ing, something that Lexus is very 
good at. This has historically been a 
key model for the company - ever 
since the first generation reached 
British roads in 1998, it's been an 
upmarket accessory for the well-to- 
do. Lexus has overhauled the NX, 
giving it an extra five per cent power 
and torque and improving its interi¬ 
or and exterior design. The result is 
a highly likeable - albeit expensive - 
premium SUV. 

Looks and image: It's striking, to say 
the least. Angular, almost jaunty 
lines are now part of the Lexus de¬ 
sign language. Design features such 
as the "floating roof" (blacked-out 
rear pillars) distinguish it from other 
SUVs. 

Space and practicality: It's an SUV 
and generally performs adequately 
in terms of space. The front is indul¬ 
gently large, with acres of leather in 
medium-to-upper trim levels. In the 
back is a different story though - 
headroom is limited in the rear 
seats. Lexus has added 24.4mm of 
legroom in the front and 22mm in 
the back, but the low roofline com¬ 
promises second-row passenger 
comfort. The boot is 453 litres with 


the seats up, extending to 924 with 
the boot folded. 

Oddment boxes in the passenger 
compartment are numerous. The 
cupholder's capacity is adjustable 
and can be altered to securely hold 
any reasonable size of beverage. In a 
cavity behind the switchgear is a 
wireless phone charging area. Be¬ 
hind the wheel: A head-up display, 
the largest of its type currently on 
the market, beams important infor¬ 
mation (such as speed and cruise 


control settings) onto the wind¬ 
screen within the driver's field of vi¬ 
sion. The instrument binnacle shows 
a wide range of economy-related 
statistics, meaning that those want¬ 
ing to get the most mileage (and 
lowest emissions) from their car can 
do so easily. This isn't a driver's car - 
the emphasis is on smooth, com¬ 
fortable progress. 

That said, the driving experience 
of the RX has been sharpened up. 
Steering response is good, with 


pleasing weight in the corners and 
30 different damping force levels - a 
versatile suspension system. Noise 
and vibration levels have been re¬ 
duced using insulation, but the en¬ 
gine note (of the large V6 engine, 
producing 259bhp and 335Nm of 
torque) is augmented, allowing an 
impression of performance to reach 
the cabin. 

The same goes for the 'flappy pad¬ 
dle' gearbox. The engine responds 
to the throttle in order to supply the 


correct amount of torque, but if you 
think you know better (you don't) 
you can "change up" or "change 
down". All this really does is alter the 
engine note at the cost of perfor¬ 
mance, but some will be reassured 
by this gimmick. 

In the 200t, the 2.0-litre turbo 
petrol version, the powertrain is less 
powerful but more conventional. 
The six-speed auto is easy to use, 
though many drivers will be frus¬ 
trated by its reluctance to make 


progress and opt to use the manual 
mode during acceleration. Different 
driving modes can be used to slight¬ 
ly tweak the powertrain 
and power steering.'Eco' mode 
will have an impact on the climate 
control. The 200t's party piece is 
that the engine can switch between 
cycles - Atkinson for the most part, 
seamlessly switching to Otto when 
added power is needed. Beware 
though - driving this normally will 
result in fuel efficiency of 20mpg.
